PORT OF DUBLIN SEA | 
SCOUTS. | 


ADDRESS BY ADMIRAL SIR R. 
TUPPER. 


A meetin of the Port of Dublin Sea Scouts’ 
al Association of the Boy Scouts’ Association 


Society. Admiral Sir Reginald Tupper, 
B., Commander-in-Chief, Western Ap: 
proaches, was in the chair. 
The Chairman said that the Admiralty were 
very anxious that at every seaport a lot of boys 


nd w rtant part of the British 
Empire, in which Irishmen had won very proud 
positions, not only on sea, but on land. He 
the late Adm‘ral O'Callaghan, who was a 
County Kildare man, who was at present in 
command of the Mediterranean Fleet. On land, 
Irishmen held distinguished positions through- 
the Empire, as Governors, Generals, 
Everywhere 
he had travelled throughout the world he had 
come across [rishmen of distinction, who were 
very proud that they were Irishmen, and who 
were also proud that they were members of the 
rand British Empire, on which they had 
rought credit. The call of the sea had always 
appealed to the youth of the British Empire, 
and it was their sea power and seamen, their 
Navy and their mercantile service, that con- 
tributed largely to making the British Empire 
the grandest Empire in the world. (Applause.) | 
During the war he had the privilege of com: 


manding the 10th Cruiser Squadron, which | 
blockaded the Germans. It was composed of | 


manned, almost exclusively, by officers and men 
of the mercantile marine. (Applause.) For 
three years that squadron kept watch between | 
Iceland and the Hebrides, They had to cruise | 
without lights, and they had to stand blizzards | 
arid fogs and gales. During that period the 
squadron only missed 4 per cent. of the vessels 
passing through to deliver goods, some of them 
to the enemy. (Applause.) 
WAR WORK OF THE NAVY. 

Captain M. Clarke, RD. R.N.R., 
F.R.G.5., late Naval Transport Officer, Dublin, 
read an interesting paper, illustrated by lime- 
light views, on “Sea Transports during. the 
Great War.” He said that the sea commerce of 
the British Empire assumed an importance that 
was almost impossible to calculate during the | 
war. Prior to the war two-thirds in value of | 
their foodstuffs came from abroad. Their ime | 
ports were thus the lifeblood of the nation, and 
had it been possible to destroy their con:imand 
of the sea, they would have been starved out | 
of existence. As it was, their oversea trade, | 
although greatly crippled by enemy submarines, | 
continued to supply food to themselves and their | 
Allies. (Applause.) Sea power was the pivot ' 
of their success during the war, because they | 
should remember that every soldier was carried | 
to battle on the back of a sailor. (Applause.) | 
It was now generally admitted that the first | 
100,000 troops sent across the Channel during | 
the early days of the war saved Paris, but it 
was not generally known that the business of 
moving troops by the Navy had been worked | 
out before the war. i

If 
the Anglo-Persian Agreement was not ratified 
by Persia it naturally fell to the ground, but 
the responsibility would be theirs. 

MESOPOTAMIA. 

Coming to Mesopotamia, they had accepted a 
mandate. Mr. Asquith seemed to dwell much 
more upon the fact that Mesopotamia was under 
the protection of the League of Nations. It 
was no use saying that it was under the protec- 
tion of the League of Nations,. unless somebody 
Was prepared to carry out the mandate. 
the House of Commons had got to decide, here 
again, whether it was prepared to abandon 
the mandate. If an announcement were made 
by the Government that they were going to. 
abandon the mandate, there would be rejoicings 
in certain quarters to-day, but the rejoicing 
would be feebler to-morrow, and after to-mor- 
row it would be converted into regret. There 
was no one who criticised the Government about 
Mesopotamia who had the courage to say— 
“Clear it out of it altogether.” Unless they 
did so they had no right to constantly say: 
“You are squandering money on Mesopotamia.” 
If they took a mandate they must discharge 
their obligations in a way which was worth 
of the prestige of this country in the past. It 
would be a fundamental mistake for us to clear 
out of the country. it was very difficult to 
dwell upon the aspect of the benefit to Br.tish 
trade, Beanna there were. a who said: 
“What you want is to exploit the resources 
of the country for the benefit of your trade.”’ 
What was said about benefiting the people of 
the country, and the restoration to somethin 
like its old prosperity, wes forgotten. We ha 
made it clear that if there was a rich deposit 
of oil it would be for the benefit, not merely 
of the British Empire, but of the whole world.

AN ARAB STATE. 

ihey did not propose to attempt to govern 
Mesopotamia..

They 
were endeavouring to do so. Bir Percy Cox had 
set up an Arab Ministry, and they were trying 
to form an Arab Constituent Assembly to en- 
able him to ascertain the real wishes of the 
people. They had started the foundation of 
am Arab force. He had great sympathy with 
what had been said by General ‘fownshend, 
who rendered very conspicuous service at a 
critical moment, and;swith very inadequate re- 
sources. The defence which he put. up against 
overwhelming’ forces was one of the glories of 
the Army of which he wes a member. (Cheers.) 
A force of seventy thousand men was &A 
tremendous one to deal with an Arab 
population who had not shown great fight- 
ing abilities in recent years. He hoped that he 
would communicate that to the proper quarters. 
He (Mr. Lloyd George) was always amazed at 
the demands pub forward by Generals for divi- 
sions, but he always found that they always 
asked for a good deal more than they expected 
to get. (Laughter.) There was a vast difference 
between a small foree there after one had 
broken the back of a rebollion, and after one 
had shown what tho British power was capable 
of. The population knew that they had a 
force within reach that they could always send 
there. He thought that the operations which 
had taken place would be a salutary lesson in 
this respect, and make things easier in the 
future. 

PALESTINE. 

In Palestine they were making large reduc- 
tions. The popualtion of the country was only 
600,000, and it would be ridiculous to imagine 
that a large garrison was needed there. He 
agreed that the disturbances in Syria were mak- 
ing a great difficulty in Mesopotamia. No 
doubt, it had left an impression on the Arab 
mind that somebody had broken faith, and 
that was disturbing the Arabs over the whole of 
this great area. e was hoping, however, that 
when a settlement was made in that quarter 
of the world it would be made in such a way 
that the Arabs would feel that the European 
mandatories would see that right and justice 
were done. There was a good deal to be said 
for unified control of this area. Three State 
departments had been concerned, but the time 
had come for placing the area—he would not de- 
fine it, because Egypt had to be consi 

under one department. He did not mean the 
creation of a new department. He claimed that 
the Government did right in breaking the back 
of this rising. British troops had been killed, 
and it was necessary to make it 
clear tha. British authority must be 
establishei. Not to have done this would have 
been disastrous to our policy in the East. That 
policy was to proceed with the redemption of 
the pledges given to the Arabs, setting up an 
Arab State, to retire from Persia, and then 
discharge the mandate they had received. 

Mr. Asquith’s motion for reduction was ne- 
gatived by 186 votes to 82. 

The vote was agreed to.
